bery* The author explained th a t he considered 
the bill a case of urgency and wished to have it 
passed under a suspension o f th e rules and of 
th e constitutional provision. The bill provides 
th a t persons convicted of stopping railroad 
trains or stage coaches for th e ipiirpose of rob 
bery shall be punished by im prisonm ent for 
life, and in case any one is killed in such rob­ 
bery th e punishm ent shall be death.

T he bill was read a first tim e and ordered 
printed, w ith the understanding th a t it w ould 
then be tak en up and passed under a suspension 
of the rules. 
ELECTION LAWS. 
Heacoek introduced a concurrent resolution 
providing for a joint com m ittee of sis to con­ 
sider and report a bill am ending th e election 
laws. 
M urphy stated th at a num ber of representa­ 
tives of both parties w ould be here to- m orrow 
night, and th a t they w ere agreed upon the pro­ 
visions of a bill Introduced by him last week. 
Heacock said that UDder the circumstances he 
was willing io allow his resolution to lie over 
temporarily, and it was so ordered.

Campbell spoke against the bill on the ground 
th at the salaries fixed were too high. He said it 
was sim ply taking the money out of the pockets 
of poor taxpayers and putting it into those of a 
few political pets. 
Goucher said th 
th a t the bill was draw n to cover 
the suggestion m ade in the Governor’s message 
for an increase in the force of laborers in the 
Capitol park.

e bill w as passed by a vote o f 31 ayes to 


S. B. 285, to appropriate m oney to pay the 
claim of Mrs. J. G. Lemmon, as Commissioner 
of W omen’s D epartm ent at the New Orleans 
World’s Industrial and Cotton C entennial E xpo­ 
sition, from Novem ber 15, 1884, to June 15, 3S85, 
was passed by a vote of 27 ayes to 1 no. 
S. B. 441, to am end section 872 of th e Penal 
Code, relating to the exam ination o! crim iual 
offenses, was passed w ithout a dissentine voice. 
S. B. 335, relating to the dissolution of sw am p 
land or reclam ation districts, was read a th ird 
tim e, w hen a m istake w as found in th e en­ 
grossing o f the bill. As this was the third m is­ 
take of the sam e character w hich had been dis­ 
covered this m orning 
there was a general 
"kick’’ and the C hair ordered th e Engrossing 
Clerk sent for to m ake th e necessary correc­ 
tions. 
W hile this was taking place M urphy m ade a 
report trom the Com m ittee on A ttaches, Contin­ 
gent Expenses and M ileage, reporting back 
favorably a resolution authorizing the C hair­ 
m an of the Com m ittee on Engrossm ent to em ­ 
ploy an additional clerk.

Moffitt offered the following resolution; 
Resolved, T hat S. B. 584 presents a case of 
urgency, as th at term is used in Section 15 of 
A rticle IV. of the Constitution, and the provi­ 
sion of th a t section requiring th a t the bill shall 
be read on three several days in each House is 
hereby dispensed w itn, and It is ordered that 
said 5:11 be read the first, second and th ird 
tim es, and plac d upon its passage.

Heacock m ade an eloquent appeal to tbe 
Senate to adopt the proposed am endm ent and 
let it go to th e people. He contrasted th e sm all 
num ber of attaches in th e Constitutional Con­ 
vention and in th e session of the Legislature in 
1880, w ith th e great num ber em ployed at this 
session. The Senate had 99 em ployes, of w hich

One session oi the 
Legislature of California had been know n as 
"T h e Legislature of a thousand drinks.”

Cham ber, his set of th e Codes, plainly m arked 
w ith his nam e, had been stolen from bis desk to­ 
day. H e excepted Mr. Dasbiel from hise.iticism 
of the w atchm en. 
Goucher opposed th e am endm ent. 
The peo­ 
ple did not object to th e Legislature having all 
the em ployes necessary. 
If this session was 
criticised us having m any employes, it would 
also be said of it th at it had done án im m ense 
am ount of work.

8. B. 46, to provide for the paym ent by m uni­ 
cipalities of claim s arising out of the improve 
m eut of streets, sidew alks and sewers therein, 
cam e up as a special order and was read a third 
tim e. 
M urphy sent to the Secretary’s desk and hod 
read a letter from Maj or Pond, of San Francisco, 
protesting in vigorous language against the pas­ 
sage of th e bill.

Com m ittee on Wavs 
and 
Means resum ed last evening the investigation 
of th e m anagem ent o f the San Q uentin Prison. 
R. H. Beamer, of W oodland, testified: He 
last year purchased from Mr. Cloe, of th at 
place, bags for eight cents each, delivered at 
W oodland, and of prison m anufacture. 
At this 
tim e he received circulars from the prison stat­ 
ing that the sam e bags could not be purchased 
from m ere at lens m an eight cents each on 
Jackson-street w harf, San Francisco. O thers 
purchased at W oodland at sam e price th a t he 
did. 
Captain McKenzie, now a private detective, 
and who w as Captain of Guard at San Quentin 
Prison in 18S8, testified: Have know n of drunken 
ness am ong guards five or six were discharged 
for that cause, and m any w ere guilty of same 
offense but not discharged. Costello, still there, 
was drunk on several occasions, also one Proc­ 
tor, and w ere not discharged. 
Phil. Donavan 
one of the guards, got drunk and was not only 
not discharged 
but 
was prom oted. 
Frank 
Clayes, another guard, gets drunk. All these 
m en were reported by me b ut it did no good. 
It w as said th at Clayes was Dr. M av's nephew, 
and I m ust not see th at lie was drunk. Costello 
was a friend o f some one, and hence he could 
not be interfered w ith. 
Costello was gone one 
tim e nine days, but nothing was done about it. 
I left the office of Captain of Guard last Decem­ 
ber. Fuller, the prison druggist, I have seen 
drunk. I have seen him in a condition that I 
would 
hate 
to 
have 
him 
fill 
a 
pre­ 
scription 
for 
m e. 
Have 
not seen him 
drink, but have seen him drunk. I never 
saw the W arden in the State Prison. I received 
my orders from Captain Chambers. At tim es 
his conduct to under officers was very insolent 
and overbearing. I heard th at O'Connor, a 
guard, lelt because of Cham bers’ conduct to­ 
w ards him . A nother w ho did so was McLaugh­ 
lin. so I beard. Donovan took a disreputable 
wom an up into his room and kept her there 
about tnree hours, and Costello had one in bis 
room two hours or so. X told Captain Chambers 
of it, but nothing was done about it. This was 
last sum m er, o n e of the wom en was a prosti­ 
tute from San Francisco, and the other I did not 
know. 
A prisoner nam ed Woods, serving life sen­ 
tence. was perm itted to dress in citizen’s cloth­ 
ing and sleep in quarters over Captain Thomas' 
quarters, outsice of the prison walls. There was 
nothing to prevent his escape. 
Captain Pau. took the stand again and ex 
plained his testim ony heretofore given concern­ 
ing favoritism show n by Captain M uiphy to 
Bailey. 1 find, said Captain Paul, th a t Bailey 
had giveu inform ation to the prison officers.

and the favor shown was tor this reason, and 
w hich 1 should have probably done myself. 
Captain M. A. Smith testified th a t he was 
Chief T urnkey of San Q uentin Prison for a 
while. At one tim e the Captain of the W atch, 
Captain Proctor, was not there w hen it was his 
tim e to be on duty, and I found he was down 
th e road drunk. On one occasion, w hen Dr. 
D urant was away from the prison. Dr. W hite, of 
San Rafael, was procured to attend prisoners. 
M cLaughlin, O'Connor, Colonel McKenzie and 
- 
j j - — 
others left the service of the prison because of 
the conduct of t aptaln Chambers. One tim e 
he called a guard a “ dam ned lunk-head.” 
He 
abused them in lauguage and by his conduct, iu 
various ways. Captain Cham bers is often very 
abusive. On one occasion, Captain Proctor, 
when it was his turn to be on duty, was down 
tbe road playing poker; did not see him there, 
but 1 know it to be a tact. I never saw Dr. Du­ 
rant do any i ind of inspection duty while I was 
there. I know of prisoner Wood w earing citi­ 
zen’s clothing and sleeping outside of the prison 
walls. 
He was in prison lor life, or supposed to 
be. There was nothing to prevent his escaping 
w hile sleeping outside. He was outside four or 
five days, to ray knowledge. 
It was claim ed by­ 
parties at the prison that bags m ade by the 
night shift cost m uch m ore th an those m ade bv 
the day shift. The w itness stated th at he 
had nothing w hatever 
to 
do w ith 
this. 
Woods was brought down from Folsom by Cap­ 
tain Cham bers as bis confidential clerk. 
A t 
one tim e a m an nam ed V an Nasel was outside 
and hid in th e lum ber and could not be found. 
Captain Cham bers told sem e of the trusties to 
go and look tor him , and prom ised th at the m an 
who found him should be pardoned w ithin two 
days. W hen told th a t he better be careful w hat 
he prom ised, as some m an m ight find him for 
whom a pardon could not be obtained. Captain 
Cham bers said a pardon would be obtained for 
any one th at found him . 
Woods very soon after 
found the m an and Cham bers next day told me 
th at I m ight give him citizen’s clothes, as he 
would t>e pardoned in two or three days. After 
a little hesitation and further direction on the 
Dart ol Cham bers, I gave him citizen's cl -thes. 
•Voods thereupon dressed in them and 
per 
m itted by Cham bers io sleep outside ot the 
prison walls. This, he said, was because Woods 
would be pardoned Im m ediately. Woods staved 
outside five or six days, and then an order ivas 
received from W arden McComb to return him 
to th e inside, and he was p ut at work in the 
sash aud blind factory. 
Captain T hom as was again placed on th e ‘tand 
and asked by the com m ittee to produce his state­ 
m ents concerning i he output of tbe jute m ills, 
com prising the am ount produced by the night 
and day sliitts. respectively. A lengthy discus­ 
sion of the com m ittee ensued, aud fiually the 
statem ents were filed w ith the com m ittee, to be 
returned to him as soon as transcriptions could 
he m ade by th e com m ittee clerk. The state­ 
m ents were filed. 
W itness stated I h at at first, 
after the night shitt was put ou. tbe dav shift 
waa 9>„ hours and the night shift 6% honré. The 
night shift did not am ount D> m uch, and subse­ 
quently orders cam e to m ake the shifts equal 
and to keep the account ot output in same 
proportion. This was th e plan for a w hile 
and 
then 
the 
m ethod 
of 
keeping 
was 
changed so as not to keep any of tl e accounts 
separa e, but to report entire output as one. On 
November 13th an order was issued to increase 
the num ber of looms run at night. This cam e 
ostensibly from the W arden, aud it has been 
followed to the present time. Of course by run­ 
ning m any more looms at night th an during the 
day, the night sh iit work is m ade to appear as a 
success. [W itness was jute agent for the prison 
under W arden Shirley and also undei W arden 
MeComb until recently J 
John McCrae, of San Q uentin, testified : Saw 
John McComb, J r 
on November 6, 1888—last 
election day—¡.iving thegu ard s’ tickets. He ivas 
at the polls. I th iu k Captain Smith was w atch­ 
ing to see th a t the tivkets given were duly d e­ 
posited. Young McComb was peddling Kcpub 
lican tickets.

TH E SENATE COMMITTEE. 
T he Senate Com m ittee on State Prisons held 
its first m eeiing last night, and p r eceded to 
investleate the m anagem ent of the State Prisons

at San Q uentin and Folsom, and the au thentic­ 
ity of the letters published in th e newspaners, 
and purported to be w ritten by some of the 
prison officials. Senator Goucher presided. 
The first w itness was ex-W arden Ames, of 
San Q uentin, w ho succeeded iu know ing less 
than a Missouri jurym an and kept his m outh as 
close as a Long Island clam . 
In answ er to 
queries by the chairm an and m em bers ot the 
com m ittee, he stated th at since his retirem ent 
from the position of W arden j i f the Prison he 
’

* aei " 
bad had dcaliugs w ith the officers of tn at in ­ 
stitution in the way of purchasing ju te for the 
m anufacture ot gunny sacks. 
He had business 
relations w ith both Mr. Shirley and Mr. Mc- 
C om -J nud thought they dealt w ith him hon­ 
e lly enough, but th a t he oaid m ore for the 
m aterials tnan they w ould cost him lo im pott. 
He had read the letters *h ich apneared in the 
newspapers, but he knew nothing about the 
authenticity of them . W hen asked if he knew 
Mr. Mct om b’s w riting, he said th at he had a 
letter w ritten b y h u n and knew it was from 
him , b at he could not tell another unless he 
had th at to com pare w ith it. He stated th at he 
knew nothing ol tbe m anagem ent of th e prison. 
George A. M arvin, a form er guard at Folsom, 
was called and testified th a t he had no oppor­ 
tunity of seeing how General McComb m anaged 
the prison. 
He b ad seen two of the guards 
drunk while off duty. One of them , nam ed 
Sm ith, was sent hom e verv d runk and reap ­ 
peared for duty the next m orning, but the wit 
ness did not know how long he w as retained. 
W itness was lothe to talk and could give the 
com m ittee but little light on the aflairs of the 
prison. He was discharged by Captain Cham ­ 
bers, w ho gave as a reason th at he (Marvin) had 
ridiculed Chambers' work, but did not state in 
w hat m anner it was done. 
A subpena was then ordered by the Chair­ 
m an to be served on Chairm an S hanahan of 
the Assembly Com m ittee on Ways and Means, 
to bring him before the com m ittee w ith the 
letters published regarding the prison m anage­ 
m ent. 
John McCrae, a saloon and hotel keeper at 
San Q uentin, was th e next witness. In answer 
to questions he said he did not know of any of

the prison officials being drunk, and knew

nothing of the m anagem ent ot the prison. He 
never visited it.

dozing” the guards at the polls on election dav. 
A great num ber of questions were nskc d and elic­ 
ited th e statem ents th at young John McComb 
had brought about a dozen gnards to the polls 
on election m orning, and on arriving about 
twenty-five feet from the ballot box had handed 
them tickets w hich they folded them selves and 
voted. One ot the guards who th u s received 
the tickets was nam ed Mills. Young MeComb 
cam e to the polls about 9 o'clock an d did not 
leave un til dusk th a t evening; the witness h im ­ 
self had charge of th e Democratic tickets. He 
had seen bis nam e in th e letters printed in the 
newspapers, in reference to some houses he had 
purchased from the State, and w ere rem oved bv 
the State to his property. Young MeComb, the

witness stated, was secretary for his father, 
W arden McComb. The w itness stated he did 
not know why he was subpenaed. 
A com m unication was then received from 
C hairm an S hanahan of the Assembly Commit­ 
tee on Ways and Means, w ho staled th at his 
com m ittee would m eet Tuesday evening and 
hear the evidence from W arden McComb, and 
inviting th e Senate Com m ittee to be present

L ite in November 
w ith a load of straw drive astride the row, 
bending the canes all one way with the 
wagon-axle, throwing over them enough 
straw to hold them down and cover them. 
T his gives protection from freezing and 
thawing and exhausting winds, and leaves 
the vitality in the canes, where it is needed 
to produce a good crop of fruit. 
The T ur­ 
ner will not kill down, if left uncovered, 
but tbe canes become so exhausted th a t it 
will not produce much fruit. 
The in­ 
creased yield, when protected, will pay the 
expense ten times over. 
Uncover eariv in 
spring, stamp the straw well in around the 
roots, cut out the old dead canes, shorten 
the new ones to about three feet, and tie to 
stakes or wires.”

If party is w orth ad h erin g to, it is w orth 
w orking fo r; w orthy the sacrifice o f som e 
tim e, som e pleasure ; w orth a good deal of 
personal 
inconvenience. 
M en have no 
so rt of rig h t to belong to a p a rty an d e x ­ 
pect good fruit of it, an d n o t be w illing to 
do w ork in it. 
W e are ab o at to hold an 
election in Sacram ento to choose a portion 
of th e city officers. 
T he R epublican party 
h as th ro u g h its agency ordered a prim ary 
election, in order to ascertain w hom the 
party m em bership desires shall assem ble 
and place p arty candidates in nom ination. 
B u t long-observed custom has provided a 
caucus, p relim in ary to th e prim ary, to de­ 
term in e w ho shall be nom inated for dele­ 
gates to choose the nom inees for office. 
Of 
course, th e caucus does no t bind th e party 
m an w ho does n ot take part in it an d who 
is dissatisfied w ith its selection, and he m ay 
in ho n o r go to th e prim ary-polls and vote 
for v. hom he pleases. 
A nd, as a m atter o f 
fact, o f w hich every m an is aw are, the 
caucus does no t hold m en to a prim ary 
ticket, w here they suspect th a t they have 
been tricked and deprived of free expres­ 
sion. 
B u t it sim plifies m atteis, avoids 
friction, an d above all elim inates d istu rb ­ 
ing issues very largely, w hen all th e party 
m em bers atten d and take p art in th e cau­ 
cus, m ak in g them selves felt in it. 
T h e fair 
caucus is th e beginning o f governm ent, th e 
beginning of honest politics. 
W ith us it 
takes th e place of th e old-tim e tow n-m eet­ 
ing, and it ought still to be as th a t was, 
a m eeting of free conference, straig h tfo r. 
w ard consultation an d open speech. T here 
o u g h t to be n o th in g pre-arranged about it, 
n o cut-and-dried plans for filling th e caucas 
offices, o r forparceling out th e n om inations 
for delegates. 
Its results ou g h t to be the 
n a tu ral outcom e of 
th e interchange of 
view s, and th e voice of the m ajority fairly 
obtained. 
T h e caucus fails w holly o f its true p u r­ 
pose w hen it becom es, by neglect of party 
m em bership, m erely a m achine for the use 
of th e particu lar faction th at “ captures " 
it. 
Instead of being a com m ittee o f con­ 
ference for th e w hole party, it is th en re­ 
solved in to a vulgar agency for carrying out 
p lan s concerning w hich th e p arty m em bers 
have not been consulted, or afforded oppor­ 
tu n ity to express theniseives. 
I t m ay be too m uch to hope for, b u t it is 
possible for the approaching R epublican 
caucuses to be frte, fair and open consulta­ 
tions as to w hat is best for th e city an d th e 
party. 
T hey can be m ade such agencies for 
p arty an d city good, if th e R epublicans 
th e city w ill atten d th em . I t should n ot be 
necessary to urge R epublicans, therefore, to 
attend th eir w ard caucuses, an d p u t for­ 
w ard for delegates ju st such m en as the 
m ajority of th e p arty in each w ard w ant, 
irrespective of th e personal am bitions or 
political hopes of any m en or m anagers. 
T h e com m ittem en in calling caucuses 
do not address them selves to a few m em ­ 
bers of th e party, b u t to all o f th em . 
T he 
call for T h u rsd ay n ig h t’s caucus w ill go out 
to every m an of R epublican faith, n o t to a 
ban efu l 
T h e invitation is, as every such 
should be, an urgent one, an d it is u n ­ 
lim ited ; let th e m em bers of th e party 
therefore lay aside o th er m atters for an 
h o u r and attend th e p relim inary party con­ 
sultatio n s popularly know as the caucuses. 
If R epublicans rem ain a t hom e an d let 
others operate in th eir nam e an d for them , 
they m ust expect to be rebuked if the re­ 
su lt is n ot th e best for tb ecity an d th e party. 
If th ey stay aw ay from the m eetings, they 
put upon others an u n d u e sh are of duty- 
doiDg, an d com pel th em to shoulder an 
u n ju st share of th e burden of political ob­ 
ligation.

There is plenty ol opportunity 
in the thinly settled districts of this Stale 
through which railroads run, to encourage the 
stoppage of trains, and something further is 
needea to discourage it.—.S. F. BulJitin. 
F rance tried th e experim ent of m aking 
robbery a capital crim e and was com pelled 
to abandon it, because w henever a person 
w as robbed th e robber m ade “ sure w ork" 
and p u t th e w itness on t of the way, so th at 
robbery and m urder becam e inseparable. 
S till, great severity of penalty is advisable 
for robbery, and in C alifornia to-day it m ay 
am o u n t to a life sentence for robbing a 
single individual. 
W h at we need greatly 
in th is S tate is a State C onstabulary system 
to m ake detection and conviction o f rob­ 
bery certain. 
W hile certainty of p u n ish ­ 
m en t is m ore effective th an severity’, as a 
rule, in checking crim e, th e offense of the 
k n ig h t o f th e road dem ands both. T he 
bill of S enator W ilson, just introduced, is 
com m endable. 
It defines train and stage­ 
coach robbery specifically and m akes the 
attem p t to com m it such crim e punishable 
by life im prisonm ent, and w here a h u m an 
life is taken in th e prosecution of such rob­ 
bery, it affixes th e penalty o f death to con­ 
viction for th e robbery. 
It o u eb t to pass 
p ro m p tly an d becom e a law .

If you want to get to Heaven make up your 
mind you are going to do as God commands you 
to do. The pioof that you love God is iu the fact 
that you keep his commandments. Religion is 
not only quitting a thing that is wrong, but to 
quit loving a thing that is wrong. 
If I were to wake iu the morning and find I 
had a real desire to go to a ball, or play cards, 
or go to the theater, I would fall down on my 
knees and say. “Oh, God ! strengthen me, I am 
backsliding; help me to do risbt.” i thank God 
I have not only never gone to a ball since I was 
converted, but I have never had a neighbor 
that thought I would go to one and sent me an 
invitation.

I do not know when my work has told on me 
as it has here.

God Almightv have mercy on the 
wickedness of this city. ’The indifference and 
recklessness of its people is appalling to a man 
who has the salvation of soul al heart.

—A Social Success. 


Y’esterday was the birthday of Mrs. E. B. 
Crocker. It was made the occasion for as com­ 
plete a suipiise as was ever accomplished. On 
Thursday last the ladies’ committee of manage­ 
ment of the Loan Exhibition conceived the 
idea of a surprise lor Mrs. Crocker on her birth­ 
day. The idea rapidly took form and resolved 
into a resolution to give her a reception. Prepa­ 
rations were hastily made and somes 350 notes 
of invitation mailed on Saturday, but with no 
Intention ol making the affair exclusive, lor in 
no other way than by confidential note could 
the secret preparations be kept from the knowl­ 
edge of the lady to be surprised.

ness. When she stepped into the Gallery she 
was asked to come up into the m-iin picture 
ball, where she was amazed to find a company 
of ladies and gentlemen assembled, who came 
forward and offered their hearty congratula­ 
’ ic another birthday. Shi 
almost duoib with surprise, »nd submitted her­ 
self, in a sort of bewildered state, to the 
escort of the committee, who seated her in 
the center of a beautiful half-circle of floral 
pieces, and began to present the people sever­ 
ally, who were by tils time arriving in large 
numbers.

Ill their report they .speak ot the 
inexperience with which they entered upon 
their peculiar duties and the pleasure it has af­ 
forded them to find as a result of their labors 
everything working harmoniously and in ac­ 
cordance with the original expressed wish of 
the benefactress, Mrs. Margaret E. Crocker. 
They also refer in kindly terms to the success of 
the Matron iu the care of the aged aud infirm.

ELEVEN LITES BUST BY A. FAC­ 
TORY EXPLOSION. 


Other 
Victims of 
Fires— General 
Harrison Bn Route to Wash­ 
ington —A Mother's Crime.

A F R IG H T FU L 
D ISA STER. 


E lev en to u n g W om en M eet W ith M ost 
H o rrib le D e ath s. 


W iLEEtB A EU E (Pa), February 25th.—A terri­ 
ble disaster occurred at Plymouth, a few miles 
from here, this afternoon, by which the souls of 
eleven young girls were hurled into eter 
nity. 'Back of the Gaylord shaft stood the factory 
of John Powell, used for the manufacture of 
“ scpiibs," used by miners in loosening coal in 
the mines. 
The factory employed 84 girls, 
ranging lrom 12 to 3) years, and several male 
workmen. While the majority of the girls were 
at theirhom eseatingdinner,people werestartled 
by the deafening thunders ol aterrille explosion. 
They rose, terror-stricken, and rushed to the 
doors and windows, and in the distance saw 
clouds of smoke ascending from the squib fac­ 
tory. 
Soon a large crowd had gathered around it, 
and women began wringing their hands and 
men turned away from the sight presented 
when 
THE CHARRED BODY OP A YOCJW GIRL 
Was seen lying in one of the rooms, and the 
fact became known that at least twenty persons 
were in the building at the time of the explo­ 
sion. eating their noonday lunch. The scene 
was fraught with terror, as the girls, some of 
them bleeding and others gasping lor breaths 
of fresh air, ruBhed to the windows and screamed 
frantically for help. 
BRAVE MINERS REm*ED. 
About this time the miners from an adjoining 
colliery came upon the scene, and as soon as 
they saw the bleeding forms of the girls calling 
for aid, rushed toward the building in a body. 
But fate prevented their proffered succor 
As 
soon as they stepped near the door another ter­ 
rific explosion took place, and the entire build­ 
ing collapsed. burying in its ruins the forms 
that a moment before stood crying for assist­ 
ance. 
The brave men, when the smoke and flying 
debris had settled, rushed among the ruins, and 
one bv one the bodies were found and taken 
out, charred beyond recognition, bleeding and 
mangled. 
AWFUL SCENES. 
As mothers saw and recognized some familiar 
token or piece ef dress by which they could tell 
their loved one®, the scene was one that repre­ 
sented the extreme throes of sorrow and suffer­ 
ing. The bodies, as fast as they were taken out, 
were removed toan undertaking establishment, 
where they were placed in a row. Their features 
were so badly mutilated that they were scarcely 
recognizable! 
THE YOUTHFUL VICTIMS. 
The killed, so far as known, are: Kate Jones, 
aged 18: Maggie Lynch, aged 21; Hattie Jones, 
sged 16; Gladdis Reese, aged 15: Mary Meters, 
aged 17; Maggie Richards, aged 17; ilary A. 
Lake, aged 17; Ruth Powell, aged 19; Esther 
Powell, aged 22: Jane Ann Thomas, aged 16; 
Charlotte Humphreys, aged 17. 
John Powell, the proprietor, was badly in­ 
jured. 
A 90RR0W-STXICKEN COMMUNITY. 
Business in the town of Plymouth is at a 
standstill, and a deathlike pall hangs over the 
community. Several kegs of powder caused the 
explosion, but how the were exploded is yet a 
mystery. 
THE BOPIES BLOWN TO PIECES. 
At the main entrance the remains of five girls 
were found. They evidently made an effort to 
get out after the first explosion, but were caught 
in the debris before they could reach the door. 
Not one was recognizable. Some had theirheads 
blown off, others their arms, and the majority 
were minus both legs and arms. 
HEART-BROKEN BELATIVES. 
The arrival of relatives of the dead added 
confusion to the scene. Their cries were heai t- 
rendicg. W hat made it more pathetic was the 
fact that mothers and sisters were unable to 
recognize their dead. 
Alter working fur hours the rescuers succeeded 
in getting out all the remains, which consisted 
of trunks, arms, legs and skulls. 
THE FOREMAN’S STATEMENT. 
Every one in the building at the time of the 
explosion perished with the exception of Fore­ 
man Reese. He was standing at a stove when 
the firat explosion took place. He rushed for 
the door to notify the girls, when the second 
explosion knocked him down in the basement. 
He managed to crawl out of this place. 
THE CAUSE OF THE EXPLOSION 
Is a mystery. Reese said that squibs piled in a 
box must have exploded from spontaneous 
combustion. 
He says he never allowed any 
large quantity of powder ■ in the 
building. 
When powder was wanted it was taken lrom 
the magazine, 100 yards away. Experts, how­ 
ever, claim that there must have been powder 
in the building, or the ¡orce of the explosion 
would not heve been so great. There were 
three stoves In the building, and it is stated 
that on several occasions the girls, in order to 
have a little fun. would place powder on the 
stove '"just to see it shoot off." 


O F F FO R W ASHINGTON. 


G en era l H arilciou T ak es L eave o f B is 
N eighbors—Scenes an d In c id e n t-. 
I nikaNai'OLis, February 2áíh.—General Har­ 
rison’s house was filled with friends and neigh­ 
bors this morning, who had come U> bid him ­ 
self and family gooa-by. 
The only out-ide 
visitors were a delegation of the Chicago Com­ 
mercial Travelers’ Republican Club, who pre­ 
sented him with afine sealskin traveling bag. 
As the hour of 2 o'clock approached, the streets 
liegan to fill up. and Pennsylvania avenue was 
soon thronged with thousands, anxious to par­ 
ticipate in the farewell demonstration to the 
President-elect. 
At 2 o'clock sharp' ¡overnor Hovey and Mayor 
Denny-drew up in front of the Har.ison resi­ 
dence behind a pair of large white h rses draw­ 
ing a handsome carriage. General Harrison 
m it them at the door and cordially shook 
hands, the ceremony being informal. Governor 
Hovey said they had come to perform a very 
pleasant duty— that of escorting the General to 
the station on his eventful trip to Washington. 
A crowd ot a hundred or so stood on tne side­ 
walk and in the yard watching the departureof 
the distinguished party. Shortly General and 
M rs. Harrison emerged from .the house, pre­ 
ceded oy the Governor and Mayor. The General 
occupied the first carriage, with Governor Hovey 
and Mayor Denny, and Mrs. Harrison and Mr. 
and Mrs McKee occupied the next carriage. A 
striug of carnages and a thousand or more peo­ 
ple followed them down Delaware street. 
The greatest enthusiasm prevailed along the 
route. In front of every residence were groups 
of people who cheered enthusiastically os the 
can iagct drove by, the General constantly tip­ 
ping his hat and waving his hand farewell to 
some old friend whom he recognized. 
When Ohio street was reached the throng 
was innumerable. Here the veterans of George 
L. Thomas Post, were in line, among them be­ 
ing General Lew Wallace, and many other well- 
known men. They were accompanied by the 
m ilitary band, and as the General’s carriage 
drove up they opened ranks, and 
A CUESR WENT DP 
From the thousands of people, that was heard 
for many squares. From this point to the sta­ 
tion it was uu impenetrable throng. The build­ 
ings were black w itn people. 
At the intersection of Market and Pennsyl­ 
vania streets, the members of the Legiclature 
were drawn up in line, and th e carriages passed 
through the open files, the law makers cheering 
lustily. They then tell into line and escorted 
the General to the station. 
It was 3 o’olock w hen the party reached the 
station, where a crowd of fully 10 MX) awaited 
them . The General and party were escorted to 
their car. The President elect presently ap­ 
peared on the rear platform, accompanied by 
Governor Hovey, who introduced him to th e 
crowd and called lor order, which, being par­ 
tially secured, General Harrison said : 
THE GENERAL’S ADDRESS. 
"My Good Friend* M d tieighbars: I cannot 
trust myselt to put in words what 1 feel at this 
time. 
Every kiud thought that is in your 
minds, and every g o d wish that is in your 
hearts Fir me finds its responsive wish and 
thought in my mind and heart for each of you. 
I love this city. 
It has been my cherished 
home. Twice before I have left it to discharge 
publx duties, aud returned to it with gladness 
os i hope to do again. It is a city on whose 
streets iiompous displays of wealth are not seen. 
It is futi of pleasant homes, and in these homes 


there is an unusual share of contentment. The 
memory of your favor and Wudness will abide 
with me, and mv strong desire to hold your 
respect 
and 
confidence 
will 
strengthen 
me 
in 
the dischurgc 
of my new 
and 
responsible duties. Lot tne say farewell to all 
my Indiana friends. For the public honors th a ; 
have come to me I am their grateful debtor, 
fhey have made the debt so large that I can 
never discharge It. There is a great sense of 
loneliness in the dischargeof high public duties. 
The moment of decision is one of isolation, but 
there is One whose help always comes even 
into the quiet chamber of judgment, and to His 
wise and unlading guidance will I look for d i­ 
rection and safety. My family unite with me 
in grateful thanks"for this cordial good-by, aud 
with me wish th at these years of separation 
may be full of happiness for each of you." 
Ik e speech wss received with cheers, and at 
its conclusion the General re-entered the car. 
awl at 3:10 the train left Indianapolis amid 
great enthusiasm. 
ONE PROLONGED OVATM-N. 
Indian ato lis, February 25th.—Telegrams re­ 
ceived from along the route of the Presidential 
train show that the journey kas been a con­ 
tinuous ovation to General Harrison. At every 
lown aud station the people are turning out to 
greet him. In some "places, were brief stops 
were m ale. General Harrison appeared on the 
platform of his car and spoke briefly to the 
throngs. 
AT PITTSBURG THIS MORNING. 
P ittsburg, February 25th.—The Presidential 
train arrived at 3:30 a. m. 
There was a small 
crowd of people at the depot, but as everybod 
on the train, except the correspondents an 
crew, were asleep, their curiosity was not grat­ 
ified. The train left for the East in 15 minutes.

CONGRESSIONAL PRO CEED IN G S. 


In th e S enate. 
Washington, February 25th.—The Senate con­ 
curred in the House amendment to the bill 
granting a pension to Mrs. Irene Rucker Sheri­ 
dan, widow of General Sheridan. 
Jones of Nevada reported favorably the reso­ 
lution authorizing the committee to investigate 
the feasibility of irrigating and reclaiming 
Western arid lands, t5 hold sessions, and take 
testimony at any places it may deem necessary, 
and the resolution was agreed to 
The bill appropropriating S60 000 for the estab­ 
lishment ot a lighthouse on Humboldt river, 
Cal., was passed; also, the bill establishing a 
lighthouse, at the cost of 88,000, at the mouth of 
the Siuslaw river. Or.; also, the bill for the con­ 
struction of a lighthouse ou Coquille river. Or. 
The House bill for the opening up ol the 
Sioux Reservation in Dakota passed. 
Conference was ordered on the Senate amend­ 
ments thereto. 
Bowen then called up the bill to ratify and 
confirm the treaty agreement with the Southern 
Ute Indians in Colorado, which was passed. It 
provides lor the sale of all the reservation, ex­ 
cept a portion along the San Juan and Colorado 
rivers, the Government to pay lor the land ceded 
850.000 and 820,000 worth of sheep. 
The army appropriation bill was discussed 
until 3 o'clock, when the resolutions of regret at 
the death of Representative W. Bums were 
called up and adopted. 
Eulogisric speeches were made by Cockrell, 
Voorhees, and others. Ingalls made an eloquent 
and impressive addrers. Hale, Vest and Hamp­ 
ton also eu’ogized the deceased, and when the 
memorial proceedings were ended the Senate 
adjourned as a further m ark of respect. 
In th e H ouse. 


W a s h in g t o n , February 25th.—The Democrats 
essayed this morning in the House to bring up 
the Sullivau-Felton contested election case, 
and owing to the absence of nearly sixty Re­ 
publican members on the first roil-call the at­ 
tempt was nearly successful. 
The question of consideration of the general 
deficiency bill was raised against the election 
case, and the roll-call showed 113 votes in favor 
of the latter, against 102 votes for the appropria 
lion bill.

W a s h in g t o n , February 25th.—It is expected 
that the site for the ran Francisco postoffice 
building “ ill bs determined upon before March 
4th. Fostmasttr Byran, John P. Irish and John 
F. Swift were the original Commissioners se­ 
lected by the Secretary of the Treasury to 
choose a site for this building. Last week Mr. 
Irish came to Wa-hington and submitted to 
Secretary Fairchild proprsitions which had 
been received for the purchase ot a site. He 
submitted two propositions, one for the pur­ 
chase of ground on the northeast corner of 
Eighth and Mission streets, fronting 390 ieet ou 
Eighth and 275 feet on Mission streetafcnd the 
other on the northeast corner ot Seventh and 
Mission streets—275x275 on each street. The 
price named for the first-named site was 8700,000, 
and for the Seventh and Mission street property 
8770,000, A. B. McOrearv owns the Eighth and 
Mission site, and the heirs of Pope and Talbott 
the Seventh and Mission site. 
Secretary Fairchild refused to take any action 
in the matter until the vacancy caused by 
Swift’s resignation was filled. 
Accordingly, 
uuon the recommendation of many Californians 
here, Mr. N. P. Stone, ex-Postmaster of Sau 
Francisco, was selected as a Commissioner in 
t'wiit’s place, and his appointment was con­ 
firmed last Saturday. 
It is learned to-night that no selection of a 
site has yet been made, but it is understood 
that the Commissioners favor the Eighth aDd 
Mission street property. 
Several years will 
elapse before the building can be erected and in 
readiness for use as a Postoffice, and the Com­ 
missioners say that by the time the work is 
done the site selected will be in the heart of the 
business portion of the city. 
Mr. Irish is in Washington representing the 
views of Postmaster Bryan, as well as those of 
himself, and he favors the purchase of the Mc­ 
Creary property.

WINE «ROWING IN FRANCE. 


L ost T e a r’s V intage — R av ag es o f th e 
P h y llo x era. 
The Moniieur Vinieole, ot Paris, has just 
compiled and printed the results of last 
year’s vintage in France, as compared with 
the wine production of former years, a 
statement which has decided interest as 
indicating what great industrial changes 
may be brought about by what might seem 
at first to be insignificant causes. 
The 
total quantity of wine made last year is es­ 
timated to be more than 677,000,000 gal­ 
lons, as against 546,000,000 gallons in 1687, 
and 553,000,000 gallons in 1S86. 
But 
while a notable increase is thus shown in 
this product, the total amount of wine 
made last year is far below the average of 
the last twelve years. 
Indeed, the increase 
of 1888 has been confined to thirty-seven 
out of seventy-seven departments into 
which France is divided, there being a 
more or less marked decrease in the forty 
others. In the Gironde, where the Bor­ 
deaux wines are made, an increase in 
product of 150 per cent, is noted, while in 
the champagne and Burgundy districts 
the yield of last year is only about one- 
half of that of the year previous. 
But, in order to prove how great the 
change has been in this form of French 
industry, it should be said that the annual 
average yield in the four years from 1875 
to 1878, inclusive, was 1,350,000,000 gal­ 
lons, while the annual average yield of 
the four years from 1885 to 1888, inclusive, 
was 604,000,000 gallons, showing a falling 
off in this interval of more thaa 50 per 
cent. 
This change has been largely, if 
not wholly, due to the ravages of the 
phylloxera, the little insect said to have 
been originally imported from America, 
which, by devouring the roots of the vine, 
either kill it or prevent its productivity. 
Innumerable methods have been adopted 
to destroy this pest. 
The Government 
has offered enormous rewards to any one 
who can discover a sure preventive, but 
thus far no certain means has been found. 
In a large number of instances the owners 
of vineyards have rooted up their vines 
and have replanted their 
lands with 
hardy plants obtained from America. But 
while for a time the results of such a 
change have been beneficial, it is asserted 
that in many instances the vines become 
less hardy in the French soil, and then, 
like their predecessors, can no longer re­ 
sist the attacks of the phylloxera. 
The annual loss thus occasioned is sim­ 
ply enormous, for a few years a20 France 
produced more wiue than all of the rest of 
Eurojie put together, while now the an­ 
nual average production is only a trifle 
more than that of either Italy or Spain. 
Indeed, the repeated failures of the vint­ 
age m France have led to the increased 
cultivation of the grape in these two last 
named countries, since the consumption of 
wine in France is very great, and the de­ 
mand has to tie met from foreign sources. 
Last year there were nearly 250,000,000 
gallons of wine imported into France. Of 
this 160,000,000 gallons came from Spain, 
and about 22,000,000 each from Italy, 
Portugal and Algeria. 
In 1875 the im­ 
portations of wine were only 6,000,000 gal­ 
lons, while the exportations were more 
than 81,000,000 gallons, but, as we have 
just said, the importations last year were 
exceedingly large, wfiile the exportations 
were only about half as large as they were 
in 1878. 
Even the exportations do not make as 
good showing as in former years, because 
there is every reason for believing that 
chemical manipulations have, to quite a 
degree, taken the place of natural produc­ 
tion. Wine has been made in France from 
raisins, currants and the lees of the wine 
pre-s, and qu:te a quantity of this spurious 
product has been shipped abroad, in the 
hope that foreign consumers will have 1&.S 
critical palates than native purchasers. 
The actual loss to the country by the 
ravages of the phylloxera is one which 
has been variously estimated. 
The vine­ 
yards cover 4 27 |>cr cent, of the surface of 
France, and arc one of its chief sources of 
agricultural wealth. 
In the matter of ex­ 
portation, in years past, wines have ranked 
next to silk stufis and woolen stutls, some­ 
times showing an exportable value of $50,­ 
000 per annum. Of course, this includes 
some very high-priced wines, but it is 
probable that, on an average, th e ’oss to the 
agriculturists of France in the difference 
between their vintage of twelve, thirteen 
and fourteen years ago, as compared with 
tho e of recent years, would be equivalent 
to quite 8200,000,000 per annum, an enor­ 
mous shrinkage to endure, particularly 
when caused by an insect which one 
would suppose might be destroyed by the 
resources which modern science has at its 
command.—Bottom Herald.

One of the Persian Kings caused the 
celebrated Attic fig to be set before him 
whenever he dined, for one reason, to re­ 
mind him that the land where they grew 
was not yet his, aud that, instead of re­ 
ceiving the fruit as a tribute, he was 
obliged to buy it from abroad; and for 
another, that it was not only the emblem 
of health, blit the most wholesome fruit 
frown. The fig is now pretty well known 
to be, especially at certain seasons, almost 
the common food of the Italian people; 
and for months they may be said to live 
entirely upon them. 
It is not the super- 
tlnous, the luxurious, and thus, as Dr. 
Nichols says, it is not only possible for a 
man to live 011 figs, but that, sitting under 
his own vine and fig tree, a man would 
have plenty of food and no landlord. 
When eaten fresh, 
it is a medicine 
as 
well 
as 
tood; 
and 
they who 
eat them freely need no potions and no 
ajierients. 
Full of nutrition and all those 
properties that make it valuable at an ar­ 
ticle of diet, we are confident that the fig 
will take a prominent position in the esti­ 
mation of all who work for and believe in 
food reform. 
For myself I would simply 
add that, again and again, without liquid 
of any kind, the luscious green fig, eiten 
with whole meal bread, has formed a dish 
at once simple but rich, and, like the 
Spaniard’s salad, fit for a king. The fig is 
not only very popular, but is the most an­ 
cient fruit we cultivate. 
In many coun­ 
tries the failure of this crop also means 
starvation and famine. Travelers in Asia 
Minor and Southern 
Europe 
provide 
themselves with figs and olives as provi­ 
sions for long journeys, and not only live, 
but grow fat on the diet. The fig has 
more medicinal properties and more nutri­ 
ment than any other kind of fruit, with 
the exception of the olive.— The. Interior.
